The total production of wool in New South Wales was 463,208,000 Ib. in 1948-49, compared 
with 422,260,000 Ib. in 1947-48 and an average of 469,560,000 lb. in the five seasons 1942-43 to 
1946-47. 

The average price of greasy wool sold at auction in New South Wales was 46°8d. per Ib. in 
the year ended June, 1040, compared with 37.9d. per lb. in 1947-48 and 23°6d. per Ib. in 
1946-47. Comparable average price (subject to revision) was 45d. per Jb. in September, 1940, 
and 51°5d. per Ib. in October, 1949.
